Ordained  on  March  25,  1949 
to  the  Society  of  Precious  Blood, 
Father  Charles  Banet,  has  spent 
almost  his  entire  priestly  life  so 
far  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  He 
has  been  teacher,  priest,  friend, 
and  leader  to  many  in  the  college 
community,  and  since  June  ,7, 
1965  Father  Banet  has  been  in 
the  the  driver’s  seat  at  St.  Joe. 

Before  ascending  to  the  position 
of  President  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College,  Father  Banet  earned  a 
B  A.  from  St.  Joe  and  a  M.A. 
from  the  University  of  Michigan 
in  library  science.  He  then  spent 
13  years  as  the  librarian  here  at 
the  college.  He  also  spent  15 
years  as  rector,  first  in  Seifert 
Hall  then  in  Bennett  Hall.  He 

was  in  charge  of  the  G.I.s  return¬ 
ing  from  the  Korean  conflict,  to 

study  at  St.  Joe.  In  Father 
Banet’s  tenure  as  President, 

there  have  been  two  major  deci¬ 
sions  that  completely  changed 
the  academic,  athletic,  cultural 

and  social  atmosphere  of  the 


college  and  brought  it  national 
recognition.  First  was  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  women  to  the  college  stu¬ 
dent  population,  greatly  increas¬ 
ing  me  number  of  potential 
students.  Secondly  was  the 
adoption  and  developement  of 
the  core  program.  Both  changes 
created  a  new  environment  and 
prevented  a  threatening  stagna¬ 
tion  of  progress.  Today  Father 
Banet  still  has  a  full  calendar.  He 
works  directly  with  the  vice- 
presidents  on  a  day  to  day  basis. 

He  doesn’t  interfere  with  the  dif¬ 
ferent  offices  run  by  vice- 
presidents  but  they  will  not  act 
against  his  aproval.  He  must 
also  deal  directly  with  civil  and 
federal  athorities,  and  the  media. 
He  is  constantly  giving  talks  and 
making  presentations  to  alumni, 
advisory  committees  and  dif¬ 
ferent  foundations  in  order  to 
raise  the  St  Joe  College  endow¬ 
ment. 

He  is  also  and  most  im¬ 
portantly  an  all  purpose  priest. 

He  frequently  performs  wed¬ 
dings  for  trustees’  children.  For 
the  future,  he  works  towards  the 
goal  of  continual  growth  of  ideas 
and  enthusiasm  for  St.  Joe.  He 
wants  to  maintain  the  college’s 
national  reputation  as  a  first  rate 
institution  by  demonstrating  that 
to  the  students  daily. 

What  free 

time  he  does  have  he  loves  to 
spend  fishing.  Some  reguard  his 
talents  for  catching  and  cleaning 
fish  near  pro.  And  when 
students  leave  for  the  summer 
he  exploits  the  extra  time  to  take 
his  boat  out  on  Lake  Banet  and 
fish  away.

Department  of  Education.  These 
windows  help  reduce  drafts  and 
heat  loss  in  the  winter  months  as 
well  as  improve  the  overall  looks 
of  the  buildings.  Gallagher  and 
Halas  also  received  new  roofs 
and  plumbing  repairs. 

Halas,  Justin,  Merlini,  and 
Seifert  Halls  received  new  lounge 
furniture  and  hallway  carpeting, 
and  the  ground  floor  of  East 
Seifert  Hall  has  been  redesigned 
to  accommodate  handicapped 
students.  Both  Justin  Hall  and 
the  Administration  building 


received  new  exterior  doors. 
Most  yellow  curbs  and  parking 
lines  were  repainted,  as  were  the 
fire  hydrants  and  campus  street 
lights. 

Also  worth  noting,  the  Science 
Building  received  a  new  roof, 
and  renovation  of  the  college 
library  was  begun.

Homecoming  Spirit  Stands  The  Test  Of  Time 


Homecomings  of  the  past  set 
the  pace  for  the  present-day 
celebration  of  Homecoming  ’87. 
The  first  Homecoming,  known 
as  Alumni  Day,  was  held  in 
1919.  The  featured  game, 
however,  was  not  football  as  it  is 
today,  but  rather  a  baseball 
game  between  alumni  and  a  stu¬ 
dent  team.  This  tradtion  of 
baseball  ended  in  1937  when  the 
first  fall  homecominggame  was 
played. 

Great  football  seasons  of  the 
past  would  have  to  include  the 
seasons  of  1941  and  1942. 


Each  team  had  undefeated 
seasons  against  such  teams  as 
Indiana  State,  Butler,  and 
Valparaiso,  and  Illinois 
Wesleyan. 

1968  marked  the  first  year  of 
the  coeducational  homecoming. 
In  fact,  many  considered  the 
dance  better  than  the  game, 
since  the  Pumas  lost  to  rival 
Valparaiso.  In  1973,  St. 
Joseph’s  gained  national  atten¬ 
tion  when  the  Administration 
Building  burned,  and  students 
worked  together  to  have  a  suc¬ 
cessful  Hoemcoming. 


This  was  not  the  only  national 
exposure  for  the  college, 
however.  “Who  ever  said  that 
school  spirit  was  dead?”  was  the 
title  of  an  article  in  Sports  Il¬ 
lustrated  about  the  86 
Homecoming,  ft  recognized  the 
community  spirit  of  the  students 
and  faculty  of  St.  Joseph’s  when 
the  game  had  to  be  moved  to 
Brookside  Park  due  to  the 
flooding  of  the  home  field.  All 
worked  together  to  get  the  park 
ready  for  a  successful  homecom¬ 
ing  —  success  measured  in

Calif.  - 
Seven  St.  Joseph’s  College 
radio-television  students  gained 
a  clearer  idea  of  career  goals  and 
experienced  ife  in  the  television 
and  film  production  industries 
here  Aug.  15-22  during  the 
Media  Workshop. 

Fred  Berger,  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  communications,  ac¬ 
companied  the  students,  who 
resided  at  UCLA,  visited  studio 
lots,  television  production 
facilities  and  live  tapings,  and 
were  addressed  by  leaders  in  the 
entertainment  industry. 

Berger  and  the  students 
visited  20th  Century  Fox,  MGM- 
Lorimar,  ABC  Television,  and 
Sunset-Gower  Studios,  the 
former  Columbia  Pictures  lot. 

Theodore  J.  Schmitt,  a  1966 
graduate  and  senior  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  acquisitions  and  pro¬ 
gram  development  at  MCA 
Home  Video  in  Universal  City, 
Calif.,  met  with  the  SJC  group 
and  told  them  about  the  home 
video  industry  and  its  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  theatrical  produc¬ 
tion  divisions  at  the  major  film 
studios. 

“Ted  was  impressive  in  his 
ability  to  relate  his  occupation 
and  success  to  his  college  ex¬ 
perience  at  Saint  Joseph’s,  and 
the  students  enjoyed  the  discus¬ 
sion,”  Berger  said. 

Other  workshop  highlights
